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Retail Trade 


New Coupon Period Caused Record

Brrcnth i the war Octgber was generally a busy 





month in the retail trate for buying both apparel 

and other household goods. This year a rise of 
7 per cent. from an already high September figure 
brought the index of total retail sales to 161, equal to 
the record figure of last December. The value of 
apparel sales was the dominant influence, but house- 
hold goods rose a little after their jump last month and 
the value of food sales also moved up again to a new 
record. 

In September sales of clothing and footwear had 
been very high for the last month of a coupon period 
Clothi and a further increase was expected to

Roles ollow the release of the new coupons 

on October1. It then became possible 
for necessary purchases to be made before the export 
drive could cause more severe shortages or the 
autumn budget lead to increased prices. 

The total index for apparel rose by 21 per cent. to 
188, 11 per cent. above the previous peak in December 
1946 and 31 per cent. above the average of the twelve 
months October 1946-September 1947. The rises on 
the month were substantial in all districts but that in 
Central and West End London (38 per cent.) was much 
more than the others. Compared with October 1946, 
the third month of a coupon period, the total was up 
by 20 per cent., the district increases being fairly equal. 

The number of coupons taken in the shops reporting 
this information was 13 per cent. more than a year ago, 
which was only to be expected as October 1946 was 
the third month of a ration period. There was a 
fractional fall in Scotland and a rather small increase, 
about 10 per cent., in Central London. The average 
amount spent per coupon which had risen considerably 
in September remained at the same figure, 10 per cent. 
higher than in October last year, though generally 
there is a fall at the beginning of a coupon period. 
The average was, as is usual, highest in Central London 
and next highest in Scotland and definitely lower in 
the London Suburbs than elsewhere.

The considerably increased sales did not, in any of 
the categories, cause any appreciable reduction in 
stocks. The index numbers for these 
Stocks : kept up well, rising by 11 per cent. for 
maintained footwear and by 44 per cent. for 
men’s and boys’ wear. These two rose to new peaks 
while stocks of women’s and children’s wear fell by 
only 14 per tent., the index, at 130, being little below 
the June maximum. 

There was little change from September in the total 
value of sales of household goods, the index rising by 
2 per cent. to 281. This was, however, 27 per cent. 
above the average for the previous twelve months 
because of the rapid advance previously made in 
September. Sales of furniture and furnishings rose 
by a further 74 per cent. to a peak of 277, 29 per cent. 
above the average for the previous twelve months and 
38 per cent. higher than in October 1946. Though 
sales of hardware and electrical goods were 8 per cent. 
less than in September, they exceeded those in any 
earlier month and were 24 per cent. more than the 
twelve months’ average. The comparison of stocks 
with those of a year ago, the only comparison which 
can be made, showed an increase of 32 per cent. for the 
furniture group and of only 16 per cent. for hardware 
and electricdl goods. 

The buying with which the new coupon period began 
was heaviest in the sub-category of women’s and 

— children’s wear. The value of busi- 
Rise in ness done in these goods was 26 per 
Women’s Wear cent. up on the previous month, 34 
per cent. on the average for the previous twelve 
months and 14 per cent. above the peak figure re- 
corded last December. Men’s and boys’ wear also 
showed a marked expansion, 21 per cent. on the 
month and 31 per cent. on the previous average, but 
sales were only 44 per cent. above the December peak. 
Footwear sales, less influenced by the exhaustion of 
old coupons or the issue of new ones, advanced by only 
7} per cent., bat were 21 per cent. ahove the previous 
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average and exceeded the record figure for April by 2 per 
cent. 

The movements since last year were affected by the fact 
that October was then the third month of a new period 
whereas this year it was the first, after a ration period 
extended from six to seven months and before an autumn 
budget which was expected to increase purchase tax and 
perhaps cause other price changes. The most striking 
increase was in footwear, but October last year had been a 
slack month. The rise in women’s and children’s wear, 19 
per cent., was about the same as that for all apparel, but 
among the sub-categories, dress materials showed the 
striking increase of 35 per cent. and women’s underwear also 
rose by over 30 percent. Women’s outerwear and millinery, 
gloves, etc., as in other recent months, showed the smallest 
advances, 13 and 14 per cent. respectively. Men’s and 
boys’ wear, after being down on 1946 in both August and 
September, expanded by 13 per cent. ; the district increases 
ranged between 6 per cent. and 15 per cent. except for 
Central and West End London, where the advance was 
38 per cent. 

Stocks in all three main categories and in all the sub- 
categories were substantially higher than a year ago. Those 
of men’s and boys’ wear were 74 per cent. higher, of foot- 
wear 62 per cent. The advance for women’s wear as a 
whole was smaller, 46 per cent., but there was considerable 
variation between sub-categories. The greatest expansion 
was in dress materials, where stocks were 115 per cent. 
higher, continuing the series of increasing rises on corres- 
ponding months of last year. The smallest increase was 
28 per cent., for both stockings and millinery. 


Other Non-Food Merchandise 


The six remaining categories provide comparisons with 
October 1946 only and it should be remembered that the 
samples available may not be fully representative. All six 
expanded, the largest increase being 25 per cent. for music, 
etc., and the smallest, as usual, 74 per cent. for books and 
stationery. Stocks were appreciably higher than a year 
ago in all six categories, the increases varying from 9 per 
cent. for books and stationery to 38 per cent. for miscellane- 
eus and unspecified goods, some of which should properly 
be allocated to the apparel categories.

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Further Rise in Value of Food Sales 


The value of food sales has tended to rise gradually this 
year afd the advance of 3 per cent. on September brought 
the index to 141, the highest in the present series. The 
Central London figure rose more sharply, but here wider 
fluctuations are common because of peculiarities in the 
sample; in the other districts increases ranged only up to 
4} per cent. 

The rise of 11 per cent. in the total compared with 
October 1946 was a little larger than in recent months. In 
the provincial districts the rise in recorded sales varied only 
between 9 and 114 per cent., the only appreciable variations 
from the general average being Central London (18 per cent.) 
and Suburban London (7 per cent.). These figures, with the 
possible exception of that for Central London, may be on the 
low side because the sales which could not be allocated to 
districts were sufficient to influence the total and they 
increased by 27 per cent. over last year. There was a rise 
of 12 per cent. in sales of groceries and provisions partly, at 
least, due to price increases. In this group advances 
ranged from 6 per cent. in Suburban London to 21 per cent. 
in the Central and West End area, those in the Provinces 
lying between 10 and 16 per cent. 

For the third successive month sales of fresh meat wer 
lower than last year, the cut in the meat ration made early 
in September haying its full effect in October and causing 
sales to drop by 174 per cent. on last year. Falls in the 
Provinces varied only from 15 to 18 per cent., but in both 
London areas sales fell by more than 21 per cent. The 
smaller quantity of meat available was accompanied by a 
rise in purchases of fish and poultry to a value 25 per cent. 
above last year. ‘The rise was considerable in most of the 
districts but negligible in Central London, while in the 
North West there was a fractional fall. 

Sales of milk rose 12 per cent. over the year, but prices 
were increased by 4d. per pint (about 10 per cent.) in July 
last. Therise in fruit, vegetables and flowers, 6 per cent., was 
the same as in September, the increase being much smaller 
than was recorded in earlier months. 

The rise of 24 per cent. in the sales of sweets and chocolate 
is not surprising in view of the increased ration compared 
with last year, the higher prices and the greater number 
of civilian consumers.

‘The post-budget contraction in the volume of tobacco, 
etc., sales was becoming rather less noticeable and in 
October there may have been some attempt to lay in supplies 
lest the autumn budget should announce still higher taxa- 
tion. The recorded increase in value, 19 per cent., was 
the largest this year. 

Cafe and restaurant sales were again higher than last year, 
the increase of 19 per cent. being the largest for some time. 

tecorded sales of bakery products were up substantially 
hut the sample from which the figures are derived is such 
that comparisons should still be treated with caution. 

‘The stocks of the retailers from whom this information is 
obtained were up by one-third over the year, but this 
recorded increase may not be fully representative of the 
trade. Double this rise was recorded at the end of July 
and August. ° 


Sales in February—October 

Sales in the first three quarters of the trading year were 
12 per cent. higher this year than last, with a moderate 
range of district movements. Apart from a fractional fall 
in books and stationery the movements in all categories 
were upward, the outstanding increases being 31 per cent. 
for furniture and furnishings and 224 per cent. for footwear, 
among non-food merchandise ; and in the food section 32 
per cent. for fruit, vegetables and flowers and 31 per cent. 
for sweets and chocolate. 

At the end of each quarter a comparison is provided 
between the movement of sales to date in London (London 
Postal Area) and in the rest of the country. The following 
table gives this information to the end of the third quarter, 
a column being added for sales not allocated to districts.

The relative position of the two areas was practically the 
saime in the third quarter as in the first half of the trading 
vear; little difference is now evident between the aggregate 
changes for the Capital and the Provinces, London having 
regained by last year much of the ground lost through its 
special exposure to enemy activity. Tabulated comparisons 
were in favour of the Capital for all three apparel categories, 
for books and stationery and for chemists’ wares, so 
that the advance in total sales appears to have been slightly 
greater than in the Provinces. Unallocated sales originate 
mainly in the Provinces, but they would only raise the total 
for a category in the case of food, drink and tobacco. For 
this category the rise in sales in London is definitely smaller 
than in the rest of the country; the reverse is true of 
non-food merchandise. 


Employment 


The month to month movements of employment con- 
tinued to be slight, the October rise being again fractional. 
The change from October 1946, however, amounted to 
2-7 per cent. 

Note.—To save space the introductory paragraphs 
explaining the method of compiling the statistics (see, for 
example, the Board of Trade Journal for April 19, page 608) 
have been omitted from this review. The main point to 
note is that a number of contributors continued to use the 
calendar month and their sales have, therefore, had to be 
adjusted to the standard period of five weeks for October. 
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Industrial Building 


Programme 


N view of the effect which the decisions set out in the 

White Paper on Capital Investment in 1948 are likely 

to have on the building programme, and particularly 
on the industrial building programme, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has made the following statement :— 

As regards non-industrial building, work will proceeil 
in accordance with the decisions in the White Paper so far 
as the limitations of the supply of materials, and, in parti- 
cular, of steel and timber permit. The available labour 
resources in the areas concerned will as hitherto be taken 
into account in deciding when projects can start. 

The White Paper states that for a period of at least six 
months no new industrial buildings or extensions will be 
started other than a limited number of cases of exceptional 
importance by reason of their contribution to exports and 
import saving. This is intended to represent virtually a 
ban on the starting of all new industrial work for at least 
six months. The exceptions referred to in the White Paper 
will be confined to the absolute minimum of cases of 
altogether unusual urgency and importance. 

The White Paper further states that all factory building, 
including extensions now in progress, which has not reached 
the steel erection stage will be reviewed with the object of 
postponing at least half, but that within the reduced volume 
of factory building preferential treatment will continue to 
be accorded to development areas. This review is now in 
progress. In determining the cases in which work is to be 
suspended, Departments are taking account of the extent 
to which schemes make an early and significant contribu- 
tion to exports or import saving and of the particular needs 
of basic industries. Firms whose work is to be suspended 
will be notified by the Departments which have sponsored 
the new project. Letters will be sent over the next few 
weeks immediately decisions are reached and it will not 
be necessary to make inquiries in advance of the receipt 
of such a letter. 

The Minister of Works is discussing with the representa- 
tives of the building and civil engineering industries the 
most suitable way of giving an opportunity to firms to make 
representations as to the stage at which work should be 
suspended so that the job is left in a safe condition with the 
least possible detriment to work already done and so that 
when the time comes work can be resumed with the greatest 
ease. 

No indication can be given at present as to when work 
can be resumed on projects selected for suspension. ‘This 
will depend on circumstances which cannot at present be 
forecast. 

The Government recognizes that this process must 
involve serious inconvenience, and even hardship, to 
individuals and firms. But in the present situation it is 
of paramount importance that our resources should be 
employed in the manner most profitable to the national 
economy. Moreover, the limitations in the supply of 
materials and particularly of steel may make it impossible 
to carry out the full programme even on the reduced scale 
outlined in the White Paper. 

If the review referred to in the White Paper does not 
produce a sufficient saving in scarce resources, particularly 
steel, it may well be necessary to go further and withdraw 
licences from work which has got beyond the stage suggested 
in the White Paper. 

The White Paper states that it is implicit in the objectives 
of the investment review that the volume of maintenance 
and smail repair works in 1948 must continue to be strictly 
controlled since any significant expansion of this class of 
work would clearly impede the transfer of resources to 
more essential purposes. The level of maintenance will 
be kept under review and will in any case be considered 
specially in a few months’ time when the housing programme 
is to be re-examined. 





Licences for Shoe Repair Leather 


The Board of Trade announce that: licences for shoe repai! 
leather for the first quarter of 1948 will be issued at the rate 
of 624 per cent. of basic commitments. This compares 
with the rate of 75 per cent. for the present quarter and 
therefore represents a reduction of one-sixth. 

Moreover, owing to the. types of hides available, there 
will be a scarcity of the better class medium and heavy 
repair leather. 

Because of these conditions it will be necessary for re 
pairers to make the fullest possible use of alternative 
soleing materials.

New Maximum Prices 


Orders 


HE Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central 

Price Regulation Committee, have made two Orders(a) 

which further amend the General Apparel, Furnishings 
and Textiles (Wholesalers’ and Retailers’ Maximum Prices 
and Charges) Order, 1946(b) and the Women’s and Maids’ 
Outerwear (Price Control Mark and Manufacturers’ Maxi- 
mum Prices, (No. 2) Order, 1947(e). 

The first Order modifies the principal Order in the 
following respects : 

A business consisting of two or more of the following 
branches : manufacturing, wholesaling, retailing to which 
it is desired to apply the composite business provisions 
contained in Article 4 of the principal Order, is no longer 
required to have kept separate records and books of account 
in respect of each of its branches before the war. Apart 
from this modification, the composite business provisions 
in the principal Order remain unchanged, including the 
keeping of such separate accounts at the time of applying 
the provisions. 

Clarifying amendments are made to the descriptions of 
Items 4 (Haberdashery) and 5 (Trimmings, etc.) in Part IT 
of the Second Schedule to the principal Order and to the 
description of fabrics in Part III of that Schedule. 

Importers and wholesalers of pile fabrics (other than 
towelling) and silk and rayon fabrics are now allowed the 
higher wholesale margins applicable on sales in cut lengths 
provided the fabric is bought in the piece not less than 
30 yards long. 

A new Schedule of retail ceiling prices for women’s and 
maids’ non-Utility outerwear is introduced, to take account 
of the increase in the rate of purchase tax to 334 per cent. 

This revised Schedule is also contained in the second 
new Order.

Laundry Charges Increase 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central 
Price Regulation Committee, have made an Order 
which amends the Laundry (Maximum Charges) (No. 2) 
Order, 1946, as amended (S.R. & O. 1946 No. 1330 and 
1947 Nos. 1023 and 1801). 

It raises the permitted increase over pre-war charges by 
one penny and one halfpenny in the shilling (124 per cent.) 
in the Manchester, Surrey and Essex Areas ; by one penny 
in the shilling (84 per cent.) in the Lancashire, Lincolnshire, 
Nottinghamshire, Kelso, Berkshire, Cheshire, Cumberland 
and Westmorland Areas: by three-farthings in the shilling 
(63 per cent.) in the Brighton, Hove and Eastbourne, 
Chichester, Fire and Kinross Areas ; and by one halfpenny 
in the shilling (4-17 per cent.) in the Sussex, Yorkshire, 
Staffordshire, Kent and Suffolk Areas. The total increases 
over pre-war charges are, therefore, now :—

Diversion of Timber to the 
Export Trade

if their present limit of output is to be maintained not- 
withstanding the reduction which has been announced 
in timber imports next year. ‘ 

Applications for licences to acquire or consume timber 
in the production of goods or components of goods to fulfil 
export orders will receive favourable consideration, more 
especially where the goods are for export to hard currency 
areas or where the export value is considerable in relation 
to costs of production. The Export Promotion Department, 
35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1 will be prepared to 
answer enquiries on this subject.

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Stocks Maintained Although Sales were 
Higher in October 


UYING by retailers has always been heavy in 

October. In recent years new coupon issues have 

influenced the figures and, as was expected, sufficient 
of the new coupons made valid from October 1 were passed 
back to the wholesale textile houses to enable their sales 
to set up a post-war record for the second month in 
succession, October sales being 14 per cent. higher than in 
September. The extent of the rise was probably influenced 
by fears that the export drive would soon increase shortages 
at home and that the autumn Budget, rumoured for some 
time before being announced on October 9, would raise 
prices. In spite of the heavy selling, wholesalers’ total 
stocks were not depleted, but remained the same as at the 
end of the previous month. 

All three of the sub-categories for which sales index 
numbers are prepared showed substantial rises compared 
with September and all established new records. Sales of 
women’s and children’s wear and piece-goods had risen 
more than men’s and boys’ wear in September so smaller 
relative rises in October were to be expected. The main- 
tenance of the index of stocks of men’s and boys’ wear 
while sales rose by 20 per cent. is encouraging, but stocks 
remain small in relation to sales. Stocks of women’s and 
children’s wear also kept up and the fall in those of piece- 
goods was unimportant. 


Values of Sales and Stocks Higher thana Year ago 


The value of total sales in October was 17 per cent. 
higher than a year ago, which is about the same as the rise 
of 19 per cent. for the year to date.. The value of stocks was 
53 per cent. higher. 

Sales of certain of the less important categories rose 
considerably more than the average—dress materials being

B.L.F.’s Role in Export 
Drive 


HE allocation of space in the 1948 British Industries 

Fair is now practically completed and exhibitors will 

be notified during the next two weeks. The demand 
this year was exceptionally heavy and in London exceeded 
by 35 per cent. the total area available. Similar conditions 
prevailed in Birmingham. 

To be held from May 3 to 14, in London and Birmingham, 
the British Industries Fair has a vital part to play in the 
national export programme. At B.1.F. the overseas visitor 
will find the products of at least 87 United Kingdom indus- 
tries so grouped that inspection and comparison can be 
made without delay. 

More than 3,000 firms will be represented ; all of them 
intent upon meeting and satisfying the world demand for 
capital and consumer goods. They aim to justify the 
spontaneous comment made by visitors to the 1947 Fair 
on the quality, design and workmanship of British goods. 
Buyers will find, too, that the nation has set to work with a 
will and that the effort to speed output and ensure delivery 
dates is bearing fruit. 

Every possible arrangement will be made for the comfort 
and convenience of overseas visitors. As usual there will 
be Overseas Buyers’ Clubs in each of the Fair buildings, 
free services of interpreters and typists, banking, telegraph 
and telephone, postal and information facilities. Special 
arrangements have also been made to ease travel between 
the various sections of the Fair. These include the provision 
of a special train daily between London and Birmingham, 
a free coach service between the two London buildings and 
facilities for an air taxi service between London and Bir- 
mingham. 

Full and detailed information about the British Industries 
Fair has already been circulated to Commercial Diplomatic 
Officers, United Kingdom Trade Commissioners, to all 
Government posts overseas and the world publicity cam- 
paign for the 1948 B.I.F. will be more extensive than for 
any previous Fair. 





Relaxation of Control on Timber 


from Gold Coast 


The Board of Trade announces that the following notice 
has been issued by the Gold Coast Government to timber 
exporters in the Gold Coast :— 

Section 3 and Section 4 of Control of Timber Order will 
be rescinded with effect from to-day, and shippers will 
thereupon be free to ship logs, sawn timber and veneers 
to any destination. In the case of the United Kingdom, 
shipments must be made to or on behalf of the Timber 
Control. In view of the currency situation, shippers are 
requested to give preference to supplies for hard currency 
countries in respect of new contracts. 

Timber Control in the United Kingdom is prepared to 
consider requests for revision of existing contracts including 
substitution of increased proportion of species other than 
mahogany and extension of period for delivery. 

Rail space for 2,500 tons per month will be placed at the 
disposal of the Timber Control with effect from January 1 
next.

45 per cent., gloves 49 per cent. and furnishings 37 per 
cent. higher than a year ago, but those of women’s wear 
were up by only 8 per cent. Of the various sub-categories 
of women’s wear, knitted outerwear was the only one for 
which the rise in sales, as in previous months, was above 
the general average, while those of women’s other outerwear 
and of millinery were more than one-eighth lower than a 
year ago. Stocks of both classes of women’s outerwear 
were nearly twice as high as last year, and the rise for all 
women’s clothing exceeded 50 per cent., as did stocks as 
a whole. 

Both sales and stocks of men’s and boys’ wear showed an 
average rise compared with last year. Previously sales 
had risen by more than the average, but the rise in stocks 
had been below the average. 

Note.—The figures quoted in this article are based on returns from 
a large number of wholesale textile houses, which are compiled by the 
Wholesale Textile Association in collaboration with the Bank of 
England.

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Transfer of Responsibility 
for Medical Supplies 


ROM December 1 the Ministry of Health took over 

from the Ministry of Supply general responsibility 

for purchasing medical supplies to meet Government 
requirements. 

This transfer is in conformity with the general policy of 
handing over various wartime functions of the Ministry 
of Supply to the appropriate Government Department. 

The changeover is effected 
Functions (Medical Supplies) Order, 1947, which was 
published on November 21. It involves the transfer to 
the Ministry of Health of the functions, responsibilities 
and staff of the Directorate of Medical Supplies, including 
those of the Penicillin Production Control and the related 
Contracts Branch of the Ministry of Supply.

All correspondence which was formerly addressed to the 
Directorate of Medical Supplies should now be addressed 
to the Secretary, Ministry of Health, Whitehall, London, 
S.W.1. The telephone number (Abbey 7788) remains 
unchanged, but the new telegraphic address will be 
** Localize, Parl, London.”’ 


The functions transferred include the purchase and 
inspection of Government requirement of drugs, dressings, 
and medical and surgical equipment, together with res- 
ponsibility for sponsorship of firms producing these supplies 
for civil needs. For the present, the Regional Controllers 
of the Ministry of Supply will continue, on behalf of the 
Ministry of Health, to deal with matters normally con- 
sidered at the Regional level. 


In respect of scientific glassware (furnace-blown, pressed 
and lamp-blown), laboratory apparatus and equipment, 
laboratory porcelain and _ liquid-in-glass thermometers 
(other than clinical thermometers) only the function of 
purchase of Government requirements has been trans- 
ferred to the Ministry of Health. The executive functions 
of sponsorship of the industries and firms manufacturing 
these products (e.g. allocation of materials, consideration 
of building licence applications, labour questions, ete.), 
will in future be exercised by the Director of Instrument 
Production, Ministry of Supply, 18-24 Hyde Park Street, 
London, W.2 (Telephone : Ambassador 1290).

Sharp Rises in Wool Tops and Yarns 
in November 


ONTROL over the prices of wool tops and noils was 
ine sinh on October 24 and prices rose substan- 

tially. The full effect was seen in November when the 
average price of merino tops was 32 per cent. higher, 
crossbred tops rising by 20 percent. and Botany noils by 16 
per cent. By the end of November prices had risen since 
decontrol by 43 per cent. for merino and 39 per cent. for 
crossbred tops. For the former there was a rise of only 
1 per cent. during November, but crossbred tops became 
10 per cent. dearer during the month. All the price averages 
for the wool group were higher in November ; the index for 
the ¢roup rose by 14 per cent., raising that for industrial 
materials and manufactures by 1-1 per cent. and the whole 
index by 0-7 percent. A very similar rise in the whole index 
was caused by price increases for vegetables, fruit and sugar. 

Wholesale prices in November as mez sured by the Board 
of Trade index number were 1-7 per cent. higher than in 
October. Food prices rose on the average by 2-1 per cent., 
more than for any month since April. There were fewer 
changes than in recent months among the industrial 
materials and manufactures for which quotations are 
included and the advance of 1-5 per cent. for this sub- 
division was mostly caused by the rise in wool prices. 
Compared with 1938, the aggregate increase for all articles 
was 100 per cent., industrial materials and manufactures 
having risen by 114 per cent. and food and tobacco by 75 
per cent. 

The regrouped data, in which the prices of industrial 
materials and manufactures (except fuel) are subdivided 
into three separate categories, showed increases compared 
with October of 3-0 per cent. for basic materials, 2-0 per 
cent. for intermediate products and 0-3 per cent. for manu- 
factured articles. Prices of building materials rose by only 
0-1 per cent. 


Food and Tobacco 


Among the ‘‘ other food ’’ items, the index for which 
increased by 5-1 per cent., the largest movement was 38 per 
cent. for home-grown apples. English tomatoes rose 
sharply, by about 50 per cent., at the beginning of the 
month, but with the arrival of imports from the Canary 
Islands, which were more plentiful than the English variety 
and were sold at less than half the price, the average price 
for the month rose by only 17 per cent. An increase on 
November 9 of about 24 per cent. in the maximum price of 


Average for the 


home-grown onions raised the average price during the 
month by 17} per cent. and potatoes (weight of 3) were 
dearer by about 4 per cent. As a result of the increase of 
79 per cent. on October 26 in the maximum price of sugar for 
domestic consumption, sugar for all purposes was dearer on 
the average in November by about 17 per cent. Cheese, 
on the other hand, was 14 per cent. cheaper, the maximum 
price being reduced by 1s. 1d. per cwt. on November 2. 

In the cereals group there were increases of about 1 per 
cent. in the prices of English Gazette average wheat and of 
barley (weight of 3), while oats (weight of one-half) rose by 
1} per cent. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures 


Reference has been made in the opening paragraph to the 
substantial increases in the prices of wool tops and noils, 
following decontrol on October 24. Raw wool prices rose 
further in November, the increase on the month being nearly 
4 percent. Following the sharp advances in tops and noik, 
there were increases in all yarn prices. Price increases for 
the descriptions of worsted yarns included in the index 
were :—Botany weaving, 28 per cent.; worsted weaving, 
24 per cent. ; crossbred weaving, 16 per cent. ; and hosiery 
(48’s Colonial white), 9 per cent. Average prices of wool 
skeins were 5 per cent. higher than in October. 

The only movement among ‘‘ other textiles’’ was an 
increase of 14 per cent. in the average price of raw jute, 
while the slight advance recorded for ‘‘ chemicals and oils” 
was to a large extent due to a rise of 3 per cent. in the 
average price of the ten miscellaneous chemicals included 
in this group. 

There were very few price changes among the ‘‘ miscel- 
laneous’’ items, the increase of 1-3 per cent. for the group as 
a whole being in the main due to a further rise of 18 per cent. 
in the average price of rubber (weight of 2). Goatskins 
were about 34 per cent. dearer in November, the remaining 
increases being in respect of building materials, earthenware 
pipes and tiles rising in price by 3 and 14 per cent. respec- 
tively.

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General Apparel and 
Textiles Order 


HE Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central 

Price Regulation Committee, have made an Order* 

which amends the General Apparel and Textiles (Manu- 

facturers’ Maximum Prices and Charges) Order (S.R. & QO. 
1945 No. 443) by excluding from the provisions of the 
principal Order the following goods :— 

(1) knitted, netted or crocheted apparel or fabrics or 
apparel made of such fabrics other than warp knitted 
rayon fabrics ; 

(2) bias bindings ; 

(3) handwoven cloth of which the textile content com- 
prises more than 15 per cent. by weight of certain 
animal fibres, being cloth purchased by a maker-up 
for the purpose of being made up by him into apparel 
intended for export ; 

(4) corsets and brassieres. 

Manufacturers’ prices of the goods included in (1), (2) and 
(4) above remain subject to the Prices of Goods Act, 1939, 
as amended. 

New prices have been fixed for tweed (including Harris 
Tweed) handwoven in the Outer Hebrides, and the Order 
consolidates amendments made by the General Apparel and 
Textiles (Manufacturers’ Maximum Prices and Charges) 
Order (S.R. & O. 1946 No. 448), which is revoked.

Changes in Budget Taxation 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
referred in the House of Commons to provisions in the 
Finance Bill aimed at effecting economy in materials and 
effort in advertising. He recalled that he stated during 
the Second Reading of the Bill that it was his desire, if 
possible, to avoid imposing any difficulties upon industry 
and commerce in these already very difficult times if some 
voluntary method could be devised of achieving the end 
he had in view. 

As a result of conversations which bad taken place since 
then Sir Stafford said he had received a communication, 
which he read, from the Federation of British Industries. 
The letter stated that a group of industries which covered 
all the interests concerned would give an undertaking, if 
the provisions in the Bill were withdrawn, that the 
Federation of British Industries would take the lead in 
forming a Working Committee to work out methods of 
achieving the results the Chancellor desired by voluntary 
methods as soon as practicable. 

Sir Stafford said that in the circumstances he was quite 
prepared to try the voluntary method and to withdraw 
the Clause. There would be an opportunity of considering 
the matter next April to see what progress had been made. 

A further amendment has been made to the Finance Bill 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer making traders 
accountable for tax at the following rates on those electric 
dry batteries and accumulators which are chargeable with 
tax :— 

From November 18 to December 8, 1947.. 50 per cent. 

On and after December 9, 1947 ‘ 334 per cent. 

The effect of this amendment is to apply the reduction 
from 50 per cent. to 33} per cent. to batteries and accumul- 
ators which are delivered on sale, or appropriated to retail 
trade or similar purposes, on or after December 9 and to 
imported goods which are entered with the Customs, or 
delivered from bonded warehouse for home consumption, 
on or after that date. 
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Drapers and Men’s Wear Shops Led 


Rises in 


HE increases in sales expected after a new coupon issue 
became valid in October, when the export drive and the 
promised autumn budget would have increased demand 
in any case, has been noted in a previous article in this issue. 
The outstanding rises among a set of mostly upward move- 
ments reported by the panel of independent retailers were, 
therefore, as anticipated, in the business done by drapers and 
men’s wear shops. Furniture dealers also benefited from 
the flow of grey deferred units, which became valid on 
October 1, as well as from the red and yellow ones brought 
into circulation in September. Only jewellers reported a 
marked decline in the value of their sales and, even here, 
October figures were more than 10 per cent. up on a year ago. 
The table on the next page shows index numbers of sales 
for all months for which comprehensive figures are available. 
In the one below, sales in October 1947 are compared with 
those of a year carlier and separate comparisons are given 
in the adjoining column for those districts where the samples 
are large enough to yield reliable statistics.

Differential Spending of New Coupons 


Sales of drapers and men’s wear shops were both 12 per 
cent. higher in October than in the previous month. Boot 
and shoe shops reported a small increase (3 per cent.). For 


all three trades, and for both sub-categories of men’s wear 
shops, the index numbers reached new records, as was to be 
expected in the first month of the new coupon period, since 
the previous period had been extended by one month. 
September sales had already been inflated by the spending 
of children’s coupons and of old coupons before they became 
invalid on November 1, so that the increases were much 
smaller than in March, the first month of the previous 
period ; so large a rise would not in any event have been 
expected since sales in September are normally not at such 
a low level as in February. 

The increases on September were not as big as those 
reported by the apparel departments of the large-scale 
retailers. Compared with a year ago the largest increase 
shown was for boot and shoe shops (24 per cent.), for which 
the October 1946 index had been rather down, followed by 
men’s wear shops (21 per cent.) and drapers (18 per cent.). 
Sales of specialist outfitters included in the men’s wear panel 
rose by 25 per cent. while for bespoke tailors the increase 
was only 17 per cent. The men’s and boys’ wear depart- 
ments of the large-scale retailers showed a rise of only 13 per 
cent. in sales. 

In the period February-October the increases in sales, 
compared with the corresponding months of the previous 
year, were not very different for the three trades. Drapers 
showead a rise of 13 per cent., which agrees closely with the 
11 per cent. for the women’s and children’s wear depart- 
ments of the large shops; independent men’s wear shops, 


October 


whose sales were 17 per cent. higher, showed more favour- 
able results than the men’s and boys’ wear departments of 
the large shops, where the increase was only 10 per cent, 
Boot and shoe retailers, on the other hand, reported an 
increase of 18 per cent. against the 23 per cent. for the 
footwear departments and multiples. 

Coupons taken in October by independent drapers and 
men’s wear shops rose more, in both cases, than did the value 
of sales, so that cash expenditure per coupon was a little 
lower than in September. This follows previous experience 
of rather higher sales per coupon at the end of the rationing 
period than at the beginning. 

In all the provincial areas sales in each trade were higher 
than in October 1946. For drapers and men’s wear shops 
there was little variation in the extent of the rises in the five 
areas, but for boot and shoe retailers in the North West the 
increase in sales (10 per cent.) was much less than in other 
districts. Expansion in this area has been relatively slower 
in most recent months.

Cost of Delegation to Geneva 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. John Belcher, stated that the highest total strength 
reached by the United Kingdom Delegation at Geneva, 
which included representatives of certain Empire countries, 
was 229, but there were considerable fluctuations in numbers 
during the period of the Conference and the average total 
of United Kingdom members of the Delegation during the 
whole period of the Conference was well below this figure. 
It included some messengers and drivers whose services 
were made available to Dominion Delegations. 

The cost to the United Kingdom Government up to 
October 31, the latest date at which information was at 
present available, was £72,000. 


Periodical for Overseas Distribution 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
was asked whether any decision had yet been reached in 
connection with the proposal to license a new periodical 
for distribution overseas. 

He replied that the Committee which was set up under 
Lord Layton’s chairmanship had examined the applications 
received and had now reported. He had considered its 
report, but taking account of the change in conditions since 
this proposal was first put forward, he had come to the 
conclusion that it would not be desirable to license one new 
periodical while the paper situation would not permit us to 
license more, and was at the moment deteriorating. Paper 
was licensed freely for export of existing periodicals and 
he was, of course, most anxious to establish a genera! 
freedom to publish new periodicals for overseas distribution 
enly as soon as the supply position would allow of such a 
policy. 


THURSDAY DECEMBER 4 


British Exports to Sweden 


Mr. Beicher stated that the official organization in 
Sweden for promoting United Kingdom exports consisted 
of the Commercial Counsellor to His Majesty’s Embassy at 
Stockholm and a staff of twelve. The Commercial Counsellor 
worked in close collaboration with the Consul-General at 
Gothenburg, in whose office a special section had been 
created to deal with commercial affairs. 

Commercial Diplomatic Officers in Sweden were fully 
aware of the special need to augment United Kingdom 
exports to that country. 

The Supplementary Monetary Agreement just concluded 
contemplated that payments between the sterling area and 
Sweden in 1948 would balance at £47,000,000, of which over 
£41,000,000 should represent United Kingdom exports to 
Sweden. The latter figure compared with £21,000,000 in 
1946 and £22,000,000 in the first nine months of this year. 
Restrictions on the import of many United Kingdom 
goods into Sweden had recently been eased, and discussions 
now proceeding with a Swedish delegation aimed at extend- 
ing exports to Sweden over as wide a range of United 
Kingdom manufactures as possible. 


Pottery for Home Market 


Mr. Belcher said that he was aware of the shortage of 
plain crockery and was satisfied that the manufacturers 
were co-operating in trying to relieve it so far as their 
export commitments allowed. Fancy goods were, however, 
in demand for export and without dislocating production 
it was not possible to prohibit the sale on the home market 
of export rejects and small token quantities of fancy goods. 


Imports of Raw Materials 


Mr. Belcher stated that our principal imports of raw 
materials from dollar areas consisted of steel, non-ferrous 
and light metals, timber, cotton, paper and paper-making 
materials, hides and skins, molasses, sulphur and various 
chemical products, but there were a wide range of others of 
special] significance to particular industries in the United 
Kingdom. The Chancellor of the Exchequer indicated in 
the debate on the Address on October 23 that the programme 
of raw material imports would be cut in 1948 by £25 million, 


the main part of which would come from a reduction in 
steel owing to lack of availability, and in timber. The 
future level of our imports must of course depend on the 
outcome of bilateral negotiations now on hand or pending, 


and on general developments in our balance-of-payments 
position. 


Office Rents 


Mr. Belcher said that the attention of the Board of Trade 
had been drawn to certain cases where high rents and 
premiums were being asked for office accommodation, 
The difficulties experienced by tenants when seeking to 
renew leases or obtain alternative accommodation were 
not, on present information, confined to businesses of any 
particular class or size. The Board had no power to control 
the rents and premiums charged for office accommodation. 


Exports and Imports of Typewriters 


Mr. Belcher said that 989 typewriters were exported 
during August to October to hard currency countries. 
The number imported from hard currency countries was 
3,414, the c.i.f. value being £76,400: almost all of these 
imports came from the United States and Canada. 


British Aircraft Exports 


Mr. Belcher gave the following statement of United

Allocations of Scarce Raw Materials 


Mr. Belcher said that in general, manufacturers were 
given regular allocations of scarce materials for their 
production over a stated period. Such allocations took 
account of their requirements and the importance of their 
output, both for home and export. 

Methods of allocation naturally varied according to the 
circumstances of the case, including the nature of the 
production and of the raw material concerned. 


TUESDAY DECEMBER 9 


Cars Imported from United States 


Mr. Belcher stated that the number of cars recorded as 
imported from the United States in the two years ended 
October 31, 1947, was 318. The majority of these were 
gifts. Purchase tax was payable on all cars imported as 
gifts, the tax being assessed on the wholesale value in the 
United Kingdom. 

No commercial imports of motor cars were at present 
allowed from any source and while licences for import of cars 
as gifts were kept to a minimum and were granted only when 
the car was a gift from a near relative, he was not prepared 
to refuse licences in all such cases. 


Allocation of Yarn for Export 


In view of the urgency of increasing exports of all kinds, 
Mr. Belcher said, the, export allocation for hand-knitting 
yarn in the period November 1947 to February 1948 had 
been raised. Most of the ingrease would come out of 
increased production, but it had also been necessary to make 
a small reduction of about 4 per cent. in the home pro- 
gramme. Home supplies, however, would still be at a rate 
of 6 per cent. above that in 1946. They would be increased 
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again as soon as was practicable, having regard to the total 
production and the paramount need for exports. 


Paper Supplies 

Mr. Belcher stated that a licence under the Control of 
Paper No. 70 Order was required before any new newspaper 
or periodical might be published where this used more than 
8 cwts. of paper in a 4 months’ period. Such licences were 
only granted in exceptional circumstances. Where a 
licence was granted, the Paper Control would authorize the 
delivery of the requisite quantity of paper upon application 
by the licensee through the paper mill from which he was 
obtaining his supplies. 


British Goods in Sweden 

Asked whether he was aware of the difficulties experienced 
by prospective customers for British goods in Sweden, owing 
to there being no British Chamber of Commerce in Stock- 
holm, the Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Bottomley, said 
that he was not aware of any such difficulties. The 
Commercial Secretariat of His Majesty’s Embassy at 
Stockholm was equipped to handle enquiries about the 
import of United Kingdom goods into Sweden, and to act 
as a central source of trade information. 

Exporters were periodically invited by notice in the Board 
of Trade Journal to send, and to maintain a regular flow of 
their trade literature to the Commercial Departments of His 
Majesty’s Missions overseas. The response to the last 
invitation, issued in April of this year, was extremely good. 
Imports of Tobacco 

Mr. Belcher gave the following figures of the import of

Exports of Portland Cement 

Mr. Belcher stated that in the first ten months of this year 
Portland cement represented 0-3 per cent. of the value of 
United Kingdom exports. Countries to which cement was 
exported were set out in the Trade and Navigation Accounts; 
the average value was £3°7 per ton. Imports were 
received from Belgium and Eire, the average c.i.f. value 
being £6°3 per ton. 
Imports of Magazines 

Imports of magazines were not recorded separately in the 
United Kingdom trade returns, it was stated. The United 
States official statistics recorded 2,902,845 periodicals (other 
than newspapers) as exported to the United Kingdom during 
January to September, 1947, the value being £113,900 ; 
during the same period, Canadian exports to the United 
Kingdom of newspapers and mayazines were valued at 
£11,700, the number not being recorded. 
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Textile Industry and Capital Cuts 

Mr. Belcher said that the total orders on the books of 
textile machinery manufacturers for the home textile 
industries amounted to about £30 million. Deliveries of 
textile machinery to these industries were increasing. 
Similar information as to the textile industries’ requirements 
of other types of plant and machinery was not readily 
available. 

As regards investment in buildings, the general position, 
as already announced, was that no new industrial buildings 
or extensions would be started for at least six months other 
than a limited number of cases which were of exceptional 
importance by reason of their contribution to exports or to 
the saving of imports. The importance of textiles in this 
connection would be borne in mind when building projects 
by textile firms were under consideration. 


Stocks of Women’s Clothing 

Mr. Belcher said he was aware that some manufacturers 
were finding that stocks of women’s coats and costumes 
were moving slowly, but there was as yet no evidence of an 
excessive accumulation. The Board of Trade were con- 
sidering the matter particularly with a view to increasing 
exports. 


Exports of Bacon and Ham 

Asked to what countries bacon and ham was exported in 
the nine months to September 1947 and what was the value 
exported to each country, Mr. Bottomley replied that of the 
total of £66,500, £38,600 went to the Channel Islands, 
£20,400 to Gibraltar, £7,400 to Malta and £100 to other 
countries, 


Steel for Baby Carriages 

Mr. Belcher said he was not aware of any acute shortage of 
baby carriages caused by the manufacturers having no steel. 
Enough steel was being allocated to this industry to main- 
tain the level of supply to the home market which had ruled 
throughout the year, and he was informed that it was now 
exceptional for a mother to be unable to get a baby carriage 
for her child. 


Utility Flannel Cloth 

The level of production of Utility flannel cloth in recent 
months had improved, it was stated, but any substantial 
increase depended upon the success of the wool industry’s 
efforts to increase output, 


Production of Gas Mantles 

Shortage of certain raw materials had brought about a 
general shortage of gas mantles all over the country, said 
Mr. Belcher. Production in 1947 is running at about 12 per 
cent. higher than that of 1946. 


Unemployment in the Development Areas 

Unemployment in the Development Areas had been 
reduced from 171,000 in June 1946 to 104,000 in October 
1947, and on Merseyside from 28,500 to 23,000 in the same 
period, stated Mr. Belcher. Unemployment in South Wales 
had been reduced from 59,000 in June 1946 to 32.000 in 
October 1947. Means of further reducing unemployment 
both in the Development Areas and in other districts were 
being constantly considered.

Passenger Movement Overseas 
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Large Increase in Continental Passenger 
Trafhie in Jan.—Sept. 


N the nine months January-September 1947, 1,295,000 

passenger journeys were made in each direction between 

the United Kingdom and the Continent of Europe, the 
total being more than double that for the corresponding 
period of last year and about 80 per cent. of the 1938 
figure. Air travel was one-fifth of the total in both 1946 
and 1947. During 1946 the outward movement by sea in 
each of the first three quarters exceeded the inward, and 
the net outward balance was not offset by the figures for 
air travel. In 1947 the number of persons arriving in the 
United Kingdom rose more than did the number leaving 
and there was an inward balance of sea-travellers which was 
almost exactly offset by the greater number leaving by 
air. The excess in the outward movement by air was almost 
entirely in the third quarter when half the total number of 
journeys was made. There was an even greater variation 
for sea travel, the number of outward passengers being 
607,000 in the third quarter against 134,000 and 303,000 
in the two earlier quarters. 


August was the peak month for travel in both directions, 
with 256,000 inward and 246,000 outward passengers. The 
number arriving in September was greater than in July, 
but departures fell by 100,000 from the August peak. 
Comparison with pre-war years shows that the pattern is 
not unusual; indeed the drop from August to September 
was not so sharp this year as before the war, mainly because 
the August figures were then so much higher as a result of 
day and week-end trips to the Continent. It was not to be 
expected that the full effect of the currency crisis would 
show in figures relating to periods before October 1 when 
the complete ban on the supply of foreign exchange for 
pleasure travel was imposed. From provisional returns for 
October it appears that outward journeys made during the 
month (about 46,000) were less than one-third of those in 
September. While the end of the holiday season caused a 
very similar sharp fall in the pre-war figures, it may be 
noted that the number of passengers leaving this country 
for the Continent in October this year was 8,000 less than a 
year earlier.

Increased Movement between the United Kingdom 
and Non-European Countries 

In the nine months ended September 1947 both outward 
and inward movements by sea with places out of Europe 
were bigger than a year earlier, the net outward balance 
being 36,655 compared with 79,000 in the corresponding 
period of 1946. In the same period of 1938 there was an 
inward balance of 10,903. Passenger movement in each 
quarter of the years 1947 and 1938 is shown in Table I; 
summarised information is included in the following table:

British passengers from places out of Europe were 29,000 
more than in the corresponding nine months of 1946. The 
number from the United States showed the largest increase 
(from 11,000 to 29,100) with Australia next (from 5,000 to 
7,250); the total from India and Ceylon decreased from 
roughly 23,000 to 21,698. About 22,000 more aliens arrived 
in the same period, the number from the United States 
rising from 11,000 to 32,143. 

British passengers outwards were 16,000 fewer than a 
year ago, the decline for the number travelling to British 
North America, from 51,000 to 14,566, is largely accounted 
for by the very large number of wives and children of 
Service personnel who migrated last year (42,321 in the 
nine months). There were only 6,010 British passengers 
to British North America in the third quarter of this year, 
the lowest recorded in any peace-time September quarter 
since quarterly figures were first published in 1912. The 
number of British subjects going to the United States fell 
from 50,000 to 46,000. Last year there were only 5,200 
passengers apart from migrants but this year passengers 
outnumbered migrants by 32,000. There was a marked 
increase in the movement to British South Africa but the 
deficiencies in the 1946 figures particularly affeeted the 
total recorded for this area and the increase compared with 
last year was probably considerably less than the 15,000 
recorded. 

Alien passengers to the United States in January- 
September rose from 7,000 in 1946 to 32,395 this year but 
the number of aliens travelling to other places out of 
Europe was comparatively small and showed little variation 
on last year. 

In the first nine months of 1947 the number of passengers 
travelling to or from North America by air was roughly 
half the number travelling direct by sea. The numbers 
travelling to America via the Continent of Europe, whether 
by sea or by air, are not known so that neither the total 
number travelling on these routes nor the proportions by 
surface and air transport can be assessed accurately.

Migrants of British Nationality more numerous 
than before the War 


The statistics shown in Tables II and III on pages 2172 
and 2173 record sea passengers leaving permanent residence 


in the United Kingdom to take up permanent residence 
in non-European countries, and vice versa; for this pur- 
pose, residence for a year or more constitutes permanency. 

The total number of British emigrants to all non- 

*European countries has decreased from about 136,000 in 
the first three quarters of 1946 to 88,351 this year, but is 
well above the figure of 22,870 recorded in the corres- 
ponding period of 1938, and, excluding 1946, is the highest 
figure since 1929. 

The number going to British North America and the 
United States was less by about 61,000 than in 1946 and, as 
mentioned above, the main reason is the reduction in the 
migration of wives and children of Service personnel. 
Migration to all other British countries shows increases 
over the figures for the same period of 1946; the recorded 
rise to British South Africa is nearly 12,000, but as re- 
marked above this overstates the increase that actually 
took place; making all allowances, however, the number 
of nigrants was probably double that a year ago. 

The number of British immigrants arriving by sea during 
the three quarters ended September 1947 was about 7,000 
less than a year earlier but was 9,673 more than in the 
same period of 1938. The decrease on last year is largely 
accounted for by reductions in the numbers arriving from 
British South Africa, India and the United States. 

There was a net excess of British emigrants over 
immigrants numbering 45,166 in January-September 1947, 
compared with about 85,000 in the same period of 1946 ; 
in 1938 immigrants exceeded emigrants by 10,642.

British and Alien Passengers Travelling for 
Business or Pleasure 


British : The returns made to the Board of Trade do not 
distinguish visitors assuch. In addition the term ‘‘ British ”’ 
includes all oversea residents of that nationality, without 
distinction. It is possible, however, from the available 
statistics to arrive at a reasonable estimate of the number 
of oversea British residents entering the United Kingdom 
by sea from places out of Europe who may be regarded as 
on business or pleasure. 

It is estimated that 33,000 British persons resident 
overseas visited this country by sea direct from countries 
outside Europe during the nine months ended September 
1947, the corresponding figure for the same period of 1938

being 64,000. No estimate can be made of the number of 
British visitors arriving by air, or travelling to this country 
indirectly via Continental-ports of Lire. 

Aliens : Particulars of the number of aliens visiting the 
United Kingdom for purposes of business or pleasure are 
compiled by the Home Office and relate to arrivals from all 
places abroad, whether travelling by air or by sea. In 
the first nine months of 1947 arrivals numbered 277,013 
including 40,678 Americans, 70,722 French, 48,104 Dutch 
and 31.947 Belgian. 

Pleasure Cruises: Statistics of pleasure cruises to 
countries out of Europe are shown at the foot of Table I 
In the nine months ended September the number carried 
was only about 600 compared with 20,000 in 1938. No 


pleasure cruises were recorded for the first two quarters of 


1946 but in ~ third quarter of that year there were 324 
outward and 257 inward passengers recorded. Passengers 
travelling on pleasure cruises within European and 
Mediterranean waters numbered 154 for the nine months 
to September 1947.

Anglo-French Economic 
Committee 


The Foreign Office announces that the Anglo-French 
Economic Committee met again in London from December 
2 to 6 under the Chairmanship of Sir Edmund Hall-Patch, 
Deputy Under-Secretary of State. The French delegation 
was headed by Monsieur Alphand, Director-General in 
charge of economic affairs at the Quai d’Orsay. 

At the previous meeting both sides had reaffirmed the 
desire of their respective Governments to ensure that the 
volume of Anglo-French trade in 1948 was maintained at 
as high a level as possible and that the composition of the 
trade should be such as to cover a representative range of 
products of both countries. 

With this general objective the Committee at its present 
session has examined in detail the respective import and 
export proposals of the two Governments and has agreed 
that, subject to a certain measure of relaxation of the 
present restrictions against the import of certain types 
of United Kingdom goods into the French Union, it should 
be possible for the United Kingdom in general to maintain 
in 1948 the same level of imports of less essential goods 
from France as in 1947. 

The possibility of France participating in the occasional 
shipments of coal which it may be possible for the United 
Kingdom to make this winter was also discussed and is 
shortly to be examined further.

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Festival of Arts to be 
Held in 1951 


N announcement that a Festival of Arts is to be held 

in Britain in 1951 to mark the Centenary of the Great 

Exhibition of 1851, in addition to the British Industries 
Fair, was made by the Lord President of the Council, 
Mr. Herbert Morrison, in the House of Commons. 

Mr. Morrison recalled that Sir Stafford Cripps, as Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, said on March 28 that in spite 
of the difficulties then foreseen methods could undoubtedly 
be found involving relatively little new construction work 
outside the programme already in course of planning, and 
that he was examining whether some progress towards the 
building of a permanent centre for the British Industries 
Fair could not be achieved in time for the Centenary. 
“It was now clear that under the revised investment 
programme no new construction work, for such purposes, 
could be undertaken for 1951. Nevertheless, the Govern- 
ment felt that it would not be right on this account to 
abandon the celebration of the Centenary, and they there- 
fore proposed to mark it by a national display illustrating 
the British contribution to civilization, past, present and 
future, in the arts, in science and technology, and in 
industrial design. The Chancellor of the Exchequer, was, 
therefore, inviting the Arts Council of Great Britain to make 
arrangements, in association with other bodies concerned, 
for a Festival of the Arts in 1951. The Festival would not 
be confined to London, and provision would be made to link 
up with it existing ventures in Edinburgh and elsewhere, 
and to encourage new ones. Wales, for example, must play 
its part. The Festival would include events in music and 
drama, opera and ballet, together with exhibitions of 
painting, sculpture and photography. 

Separate consideration would be given in due course to 
arrangements covering architecture and town planning in 
its design aspects; books, and the showing of notable 
British films, including documentaries. 


Two Major Exhibitions 


Besides the Festival, there would be two major national 
exhibitions. The President of the Board of Trade was 
inviting the Council of Industrial Design to sponsor a first- 
rate design display which would include consumer goods, 
civil transport, certain ciasses of capital goods and some 
handicraft production, and some displays showing the 
historical development of some industries. 

Mr. Morrison added that he was arranging for an Exhibi- 
tion of British achievements in science and technology to 
be organized by the Central Office of Information on behalf 
of the Research Councils and other scientific bodies. 


Both the Festival and the Exhibitions would be held in 
existing buildings. 

Provision would be made for co-ordination between the 
projects. They would cover, at a national level, the field 
of the 1851 Exhibition and would, he believed, mark its 
Centenary as worthily as resources allowed. 


Control of Toilet Preparations to 
Continue 


It has been decided to retain the contro] upon the manu- 
facture and supply of toilet preparations until June 1948 
when the position will be reviewed again. The rate of 
licensing from January 1,1948,to June 30, 1948, will remain 
at 75 per cent. of standard period production and the 
Export Bonus scheme will continue in its present form. 


New licences for the period commencing January 1948 
will not be issued, the Board having decided to extend the 
date of validity of the licences at present held by manu- 
facturers and to increase the value of those licences by an 
amount equivalent to the normal ‘‘ quota”’ for the period 
ending June 30, 1948. The effect of the extensions will be 
to permit the ‘‘ carry-forward ”’ of licences which normally 
expire on December 31, 1947, to the subsequent period 
without the necessity for a special application to be made 
by those manufacturers who were unable to supply their 
products to the full extent permitted in that period. With 
the exception of a small number of special licences, the 
date of expiry of all licences, including normal ‘‘ quota” 
and ‘‘ Export Bonus” licences will be automatically 
extended,

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Battery Connectors for Electric Vehicles: Some years 
ago a specification for the plugs and sockets to be used 
for the charging of batteries of battery electric vehicles 
was published by the British Standards Institution. <A 
second specification for a component relating to this type 
of vehicle has now been published, namely B.S. 1412, 
Battery Connectors. This deals with the fittings which 
form the means of attaching the flexible cable connection 
to the battery.

Indian Crop Conditions 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statisties, Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops and

Orissa, November 24: Harvesting of early winter paddy, 
sugarcane, and autumn paddy is progressing. 

West Bengal, November 19: The weather is favourable 
on the whole. Rabi seed sowing is continuing and standing 
crops are fair.

Cable Glands and Sealing Boxes : A revised edition of the 
British Standard for Cable Glands and Sealing Boxes has 
just been issued by the British Standards Institution 
(B.S. No. 542). 

This revised specification is one of the series of British 
Standards designed especially to meet colliery requirements 
both above and below ground, but it is applicable also to 
other industries. 

As in previous editions issued in 1934 and 1941, the 
1947 edition applies to cable sealing and dividing boxes 
designed to be filled with solid setting bituminous compound 
and does not apply to sealing boxes filled with oil. Details 
of construction of boxes as well as methods of jointing, 
bonding and sealing of cables are given together with the 
recommended minimum sizes of copper rod connections. 

In the 1947 edition, minimum slip loads for the grip of 
the armour clamp have been prescribed, as an alternative to 
minimum lengths of armour clamping surface. 

As in earlier editions, however, no attempt has been 
made to provide for interchangeability of cable sealing 
boxes ; this must wait until it is possible to standardize the 
facings upon electrical apparatus to which the cable sealing 
boxes are required to be attached.

Post-War Progress in Finland’s Industry 
and Trade é

“HE degree of Finland’s economic recovery achieved 
in 1947 has exceeded expectations, notwithstanding 
the continuing burden of reparations with its strain 

on the country’s balance of payments and on the internal 
financial structure. 

The difficult economic position in which Finland found 
herself in the early post-war period in consequence of her 
territorial losses and the obligation imposed upon her by 
the Armistice to make heavy reparations deliveries to the 
Soviet Union was described in an article in this series 
which appeared in the Board of Trade Journal of December 
7, 1946, pages 1778-80. 

The expansion in the output of the wood-working 
industries, coupled with the world-wide demand for these 
products, has led to a gradual expansion of non-reparation 
exports and consequently to increased ability to finance 
the purchase abroad of machinery, raw and semi-manufac- 
tured materials required for the reparations industries and 
for reconstruction work. Production in the reparations 
industries has been maintained at a satisfactory level and 
has enabled the country to comply closely with the delivery 
schedules stipulated. 

There have, however, been grounds for disappointment 
in that agricultural production, handicapped by the loss 
of 12 per cent. of Finland’s most fertile land, by shortages 
of labour and fertilizers and by the deterioration of agri- 
cultural machinery, has not recovered to the degree hoped 
for. Prices of many foodstuffs have risen sharply. In 
the first eight months of 1947 the cost-of-living index rose 
by 30 per cent. compared with 16 per cent. in 1946 and 
100 per cent. in 1945. This in turn has led to considerable 
labour unrest which culminated in September in the 
threat of a general strike which was only averted when the 
Government authorized substantial wage increases. Further 
inflation seems likely to follow this development. 


Financial Position 


The heavy burden of expenditure in Finland resulting 
directly or indirectly from the war has led to a steady 
depreciation in the value of the Finnmark. The total 
budget estimate for 1946, amounting to 54 milliard Fmks., 
was exceeded in practice by 40 per cent.,and the additional 
expenditure could only be covered by means of loans from 
the Bank of Finland and, in part, by foreign credits. 

In 1947 the Government estimated that expenditure 
would amount to 62-5 milliard Fmks., of which two-thirds 
was appropriated to compensation for war damages, 
re-settlement, reparation and Armistice costs, and amor- 
tization of war loans issued after 1939. The intensification 
of the inflationary trend during 1947 has, however, resulted 
in additional heavy expenditure and the original estimates 
may be exceeded by 12 to 13 milliard Fmks. by the end 
of the year. 

In spite of an appreciable reduction in the burden of 
compensation payable to the evacuated population from 
ceded territories and other costs resulting from the war, the 
1948 budget proposals provide for a total expenditure of 
65-8 milliard Fmks. Whether or not these proposals will 
prove adequate depends mainly on whether inflation can 
be controlled. 


The instability of the present financial situation is 
reflected in the high note circulation (24,483-9 million 
Fmks. on September 30, 1947, against 13,597 million 


Fmks. at the end of 1945 and 2,085 million in December 
1938) and in the almost complete exhaustion of the gold 
and foreign currency reserves held by the Bank of Finland. 
At the end of September, for instance, gold holdings were 
valued at 2-5 million Fmks. and foreign currency at 775-8 
million Fmks., as against 620-6 million and 2,384-1 million 
respectively in 1938. 

The volume of industrial production rose by 16 per cent. 
in the first half of 1947, compared with the year 1946, and 


at the end of June was 86 per cent. of the 1939 level and 
on a par with the 1935 level. The output of the ‘‘ home 
market ”’ industries was 19 per cent. higher than in 1935 ; 
in 1946, output had been 2 per cent. higher than the 1935 
level. 

The recovery of the ‘‘ export ’’ industries has been slower 
and although output in volume in the first half of 1947 
rose by 16 per cent. compared with 1946, it nevertheless 
represented only 79 per cent. of the 1935 level. The metal 
and engineering industries, stimulated by the need for 
producing many types of engineering products as repara- 
tions, have expanded greatly and it is estimated that by the 
beginning of 1948 the total output of the metal industry 
will be 100 per cent. and by 1952, 250 per cent. above the 
1938 level. 

Production of consumer goods for the home market is 
expanding slowly but is handicapped by labour shortages 
and by the scarcity of raw materials, resulting from rigid 
import controls imposed in consequence of the lack of 
foreign exchange. Nevertheless, the textile position is 
improving slowly as also is the production of footwear. 
Whether or not the improvement in industrial output will 
continue will depend largely on the availability of labour, 
raw materials and fuel and power—at present threatened 
not only by lack of coal but also by a shortage of hydro- 
electric power resulting from the low water-level in the 
Finnish lakes. 

The domestic production of cereals in 1947 is estimated 
at 525,560 tons against 472,091 tons in 1946 but represents 
only 72-4 per cent. of the 1939 yield. Root crops and hay 
were adversely affected by the drought. Root crops de- 
clined in 1947 compared with last year, and are well down 
on the pre-war level. The yield of hay at just over 
1? million tons shows a fall of slightly more than 300,000 
tons compared with 1946 and is little more than half the 
1939 production. The deficiencies in both cereals and in 
animal fodder can only be made good by imports from 
abroad ; during the past year Finland has obtained fairly 
substantial quantities of these from the U.S.S.R., the 
U.S.A., Argentina and Brazil. 


Foreign Trade and Reparations 


The value of foreign trade, excluding reparations de- 
liveries, showed a considerable expansion during the first 
eight months of 1947 compared with the corresponding 
period of last year. Nevertheless, by volume exports were 
only 54 per cent. and imports 77 per cent. of the pre-war 
level (1935 equals 100). If reparations deliveries are left 
out of account, a favourable trade balance for the period 
attributable mainly to the fact that prices ruling for the 
country’s exports were higher than those of imports, is 
shown as follows :—

The composition of imports and exports confirms the 
impression of a healthy recovery. The proportion of 
imports of capital or productive goods has increased com- 
pared with total imports, from 55 per cent. in 1945 to 
65 per cent. in 1946 and 69 per cent. in the first half of 
1947. <A corresponding reduction has taken place in the 
proportion of total imports represented by foodstuffs and 
consumer goods which, for the same periods, fell from 39 per 
cent. to 26 per cent. and 22 per cent. respectively. The 
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increase in export values in 1947 is largely attributable 
toa substantial rise in the value of shipments of paper and 
pulp products which represent 56-2 per cent. of the total, 
while wood goods account for 31-2 per cent.; in 1946, 
paper and pulp products represented 48-4 per cent. of 
total exports and wood goods 36-7 per cent. The increased 
export values for these products are in large part the 
consequence of a reduction in the quantities of wood- 
working products now required for reparations and of the 
high prices ruling on the world market. 

Reparations deliveries to the Soviet Union consist 
chiefly of machinery and industrial equipment, cables 
and cable products, ships, pulp and paper products and 
timber products. 

Deliveries up to the end of the third indemnity year 
September 1947) amounted to United States, $127-1 
million, representing 42:4 per cent. of the total United 
States $300 million indemnity imposed under the terms of 
the Armistice. The balance is to be delivered in annual 
quotas by 1952. 


U.K., Finland’s Best Customer 


Trade relations between the United Kingdom and 
Yinland are illustrated by the following statistics con- 
cerning the years 1938, 1945 and 1946, according to Board 
f 4 ly .

According to Finnish Customs returns, exports to the 
United Kingdom during the first eight months of 1947 
totalled £13,514,808, and imports from the United Kingdom 
£7,736,568, including £1,287,568 re-exports. The United 
Kingdom was traditionally Finland’s best customer before 
the war and this relationship has now been resumed. During 
1947 the United Kingdom has bought very substantial 
quantities of Finnish sawn timber, pit-props, pulp, cellulose, 
paper and plywood and in return has supplied Finland with 
considerable amounts of iron and steel (mainly semi- 
manufactures) and also electrical.and heavy engineering 
equipment. It is hoped that trade between the two countries 
will flourish and expand in the future despite the difficulty 
of the new situation caused by His Majesty’s Government’s 
decision to suspend the convertibility of sterling. 

Because of the need for gearing the whole of the national 
economy to the reparations programme, a rigid exchange 
control prohibits the importation of all articles which are 
regarded as ‘‘ non-essential.’ Such articles include, at 
the present time, all types of luxury products and goods 
which can be manufactured in the country, albeit of inferior 
quality. In certain cases, however, where it can be shown 
that the United Kingdom has a traditional interest in 
supplying certain non-essential commodities to Finland 
or where such goods are being imported from other countries 
under the terms of Compensation Agreements, the Finnish 
import licensing authorities have agreed to consider 
applications for permits covering ‘‘ token ’”’ quantities of 
such goods. 


Future Prospects 


Finland can hardly expect to enjoy prosperity on a 
scale comparable with that prevailing before the war until 
the completion of reparations deliveries to the Soviet Union 
in 1952. Until then the need for giving priority to the 
reparations industries is likely to impose limitations on 
general recovery. In particular it seems probable that a 
strict exchange control may continue to exclude many 
categories of consumer goods which would normally be 
purchased from abroad. 


The immediate future is closely bound up with the 
overseas demand for Finland’s exports. World prices for 
many of these are high and in some cases a further rise 
can hardly be expected. The present expansion of export 
values is not likely therefore to continue indefinitely. 
Nevertheless, the demand for Finnish supplies of forest 
products shows no sign of decreasing and Finland should 
find no difficulty in marketing all she can produce in 1948 
thus helping materially the recovery of the country by the 
earning of foreign exchange. 

It seems likely that Finland will continue to be an 
attractive market for raw materials, semi-processed goods 
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and the products of the engineering industries as these 
are required for the maintenance and expansion of Finland’s 
industrial production. The market for consumer goods 
seems likely to continue to be limited for some time to 
come. 

The many British firms who may wish to resume trade 
with Finland in goods for which there was a demand before 
the war but which cannot now be imported because of 
licensing restrictions, should nevertheless maintain contact 
with this market as there is likely to be a ready sale for 
their products when the foreign exchange situation is 
easier. At present United Kingdom exporters, when 
accepting Finnish orders, should ensure that their customers 
have obtained an import licence authorizing sterling 
payment by the Bank of Finland, before commencing the 
manufacture of goods not readily saleable elsewhere.

Economic Conditions in Liberia 


This article was written for the Board of Trade Journal by H.M. Minister and Consul-General in 
Liberia. Exporters are reminded that Liberia is a hard-currency area and that payment for imports is 


made in United States dollars. 


The Export Promotion Department, 35 Old Queen Street, London, 


S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any enquiries arising out of this article. 


HE year 1946 proved a record one for Liberia, 
Government revenue rising from $1,933,706 in 1945 
to $2,337,401, of which customs revenue constituted 
slightly more than half the total from all sources. Trade 
continued to expand and resulted in a favourable balance 
of $7,581,287, but it should be remembered that this did 
not provide a credit abroad for financing imports, as more 
than 90 per cent. of exports were of foreign-owned rubber. 
There was a considerable recovery in the production 
and export of forest products, and also of raw gold. Com- 
parative export values are shown for the _ principal 
commodities :—

The United States again proved the principal market 
for exports and a source of imports, accounting for over 
90 per cent. of the total trade. There were, however, 
signs of a revival of trade with Europe, with increases 
in imports from the United Kingdom and France and in 
exports to the Netherlands. 


Transport Facilities 


The construction of a large artificial harbour at 
Monrovia, capable of providing safe anchorage for a large 
fnumber of ocean-going vessels and modern -berthing 
acilities for three of them, is nearing completion. The 
harbour will be operated by a Liberian company now in 
course of formation ; it is understood that foreign interests 
will have capital participation and possibly a share in the 
management. 

Work on the highway to the hinterland has been con- 
tinued, hampered somewhat by heavy rains, and a pre- 
liminary survey for a railroad to connect the new iron-ore 
concession in the Bomi Hills with Monrovia is being carried 
out. It is also reported that negotiations are in progress 
for a public water supply for Monrovia, very badly needed. 

The large airport at Roberts Field, built and operated 
during the war by the United States Army, is now 
officially closed, although still used by the Air France 
service. The withdrawal of Army personnel and the em- 
ployees of the Raymond Concrete Pile Company (Harbour 
Contractors) will result in a drop in the amount of spending 
money available in Monrovia. 


Market for U.K. Exporters 


With few trade restrictions and no control or restrictions 
on foreign exchange, Liberia offers a good field for com- 
mercial enterprise. It is a market of particular interest 
to British exporters because it is a hard-currency area 
where their exports will earn United States dollars. Subject 
to the provision of adequate means of transport, there is a 
potential market in the interior for consumer goods. 
Important British firms maintain active branches in 
Monrovia; the names of these firms can be obtained from 
the Export Promotion Department, Board of Trade, 
35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 

There are three large American companies interested 
in Liberia, the Firestone Rubber Co., Colonel Christie’s 
mining concession, and the newly formed Liberia Company. 

The objects of the Liberia Company, which is to have 
an initial working capital of about one million dollars, of 
which one-quarter will be held by the Liberian Government, 
is to develop Liberia’s economic resources primarily iron 
ore, lumber and cocoa. Mr. Stettinius, a former United 
States Secretary of State, is chairman of the Board and the 
United States State Department have given the project 
their blessing. A Liberian Educational Foundation, 
financed by 100,000 one dollar shares in the Liberia

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Canada’s Imports from U.S. 
Increased 


N the first nine months of 1947 Canadian imports from 

the United States exceeded in value the imports for any 

twelve-month period in the commercial history of those 
two countries states Foreign Trade, published by the 
Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa. 


The northward flow of goods for the nine months ended 
September 30 last had a value of $1,468-2 million, as 
compared with a total of $1,447-2 million for the 1944 
calendar year, when imports from the United States 
reached an all-time record that has now been shattered. 


The figure declined during 1945, as the war was drawn 
to a close, but rose again in 1946 to a peace-time peak for 
the twelve months of $1,405-3 million. Purchases from 
the United States during the period under review represent 
77-4 per cent. of the total domestic imports from all 
countries, which had a value of $1,896-2 million. This 
percentage figure was exceeded in 1942, 1943 and 1944, 
when heavy expenditures were being made for war materials. 


Purchases in Canada by the British Government in those 
years also contributed to the increase in imports from the 
United States, as it was the principal source of supply for 
equipment used in the manufacture of goods required by the 
United Kingdom. Furthermore, the expansion of industry 
in Canada produced a substantial increase in the national 
income, and this in turn created a larger demand for 
consumer goods obtainable from across the border. The 
higher percentage figures for 1942, 1943 and 1944 were 
due in part to the fact that Jarge shipments from other 
countries were made via the United States. 


Sixty years ago. only 44-6 per cent. of Canada’s imports 
originated in the United States and 40-7 per cent. came from 
the United Kingdom. The highest percentage was reached 
in 1944, when 82-3 per cent. of Canada’s foreign purchases 
were made in the United States. 


Other Markets 


On the other hand, the percentage of Canadian exports 
to foreign countries, other than the United States, has 
increased during the last sixty years. Of the exports from 
Canada for the first nine months of this year, 21-3 per cent. 
went to foreign countries, other than the United States, 
compared with 4-5 per cent. in 1886; 15-1 per cent. went to 
countries in the British Commonwealth and Empire, other 
than Great Britain, compared with 4-2 per cent. in 1886; 
27-1 per cent. went to the United Kingdom compared with 
47-2 per cent. in 1886; and 36-5 per cent. went to the United 
States, compared with 44-1 per cent. in 1946. 


Canadian imports from overseas countries through the 
United States sustained a steady decline in the ten years 
preceding the outbreak of hostilities in 1939, every effort 
being made to encourage the use of Canadian ports. Con- 
cessions were provided in trade treaties and agreements 
negotiated with foreign countries, whereby the full benefits 
of special rates of duty could be obtained only if goods were 
imported through a Canadian port. Between 1920 and 1939, 
imports via the United States decreased from 9-5 per cent. 
to 2-7 per cent. of the total imports from overseas countries. 
The situation changed during the war, however, such im 
ports rising from 4-6 per cent. in 1940 to 21-8 per cent. in 
1944. 


Canadian domestic imports from the following countries 
during the first nine months of 1947 show a substantial 
increase over imports for the similar period of 1946: 
Newfoundland, Barbados, Trinidad, the Gold Coast and 
British East Africa, India, Ceylon and British Malaya, 
New Zealand, the United States, Argentina, Cuba, Guate- 
mala, Panama, San Domingo, Venezuela, Belgium, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, France, Italy, the Netherlands, Norway, 
the Netherlands West Indies, the Philippine Islands and 
Turkey. 


Decreases in Canadian domestic imports from the 
following countries are recorded for the first nine months 
of this year, compared with the corresponding period of 
1946: the United Kingdom, if the values of Canadian goods 
returned in 1946 and 1947 are included; Jamaica, British 
Honduras, British Guiana, British South Africa, Nigeria, 
Australia, Fiji, Brazil, Colombia, Honduras, Mexico, El 
Salvador, the Soviet Union, Spain and Afghanistan.

Peruvian Transactions in 


Foreign Exchange 


HE Board of Trade Journal of September 27 (page 

1683) contained a notice regarding Peruvian Transac- 

tions in Foreign Exchange. His Majesty’s Charge 
d’Affaires at Lima has now forwarded a translation of a 
Supreme Decree of October 28, 1947, regarding the purchase 
and sale of foreign currency and drafts payable abroad. 

In accordance with Articles 1 and 2 of the new decree, 
foreign currency or drafts payable abroad shall be purchased 
or sold exclusively by : 

(a) The banks, under special authority from the 
Superintendent of Banks. 

(b) Exchange brokers duly registered in the Lima Stock 
Exchange. 

(c) Hotels whose passenger traffic shall, in the opinion 
of the Superintendent of Banks, warrant such transactions. 

(d) Travel and tourist agencies authorized by the 
Superintendent of Banks. 

Hotels, travel and tourist agencies shall register their 
transactions in fiscal stamped books which shall contain 
particulars of the drafts bought and sold; names of the 
drawers, drawees and endorsers; buying and selling rates : 
currency therein specified and amounts thereof. 

Parties not included in above Articles who engage in the 
purchase and sale of foreign currency, or who being 
authorized to do so receive commissions or price differences 
exceeding those allowed for by the regulations of the Lima 
Stock Exchange, will be considered as speculators and be 
subject to the provisions of Law 10551 and the price 
control decree of July 16, 1947. 

\rticie 5 stipulates that parties authorized to deal in 
foreign exchange and who act as money-changers for their 
clients must deliver to the latter vouchers stating amounts 
involved, and rates at which transactions are effected. 

Under Article 6, Stock Exchange Brokers are entitled 
to retain at close of each day’s transactions an excess of 
their purchases of foreign currency not exceeding one 
thousand dollars which shall be carried forward to the 
following day’s operations. ‘ 

Under the provisions of Article 7, Commercial Banks 
may change private cheques only when authorized by the 
Superintendent of Banks. 

The execution of this decree is supervised by the 
Superintendent of Banks, who has the power to suspend 
the privileges it affords to parties who in any way violate 
its provisions or act contrary to its purposes. 





Iceland 


Import Restrictions: A notice concerning the import of 
goods into Iceland from all sources was published in the 
Icelandic press on November 18, 1947 on the authority of 
the Trade Committee. It is reproduced below for the 
information of exporters :— 

‘*Issur OF PERMITS ENDED FOR YEAR 1947. 

‘* No further currency and import permits will be issued 
this year, except for goods urgently needed for the export 
trade. It is therefore useless to send to the Committee 
any applications in respect of other goods and the 
Committee does not consider itself bound to reply to 
them. 

‘* Those who have received no reply from the Com- 
mittee are accordingly informed that this notice consti- 
tutes a refusal of their application. 

‘* If there is any issue of permits in connection with 
those countries with which Iceland has clearing arrange- 
ments, an announcement to this effect will be made by 
an advertisement or by other means according to 
circu mstances.”’

Norwegian Import Regulations 


The Board of Trade Journal of October 11 and 25, 1947, 
contained a notice regarding import regulations in Norway.

Government’s Trade 
Exhibition Policy 


N 1945 the Secretary for Overseas Trade appointed a 
[committee of experienced business men under the chair- 

manship of Lord Ramsden to advise on the part which 
exhibitions and fairs should play in the promotion of export 
trade. The Committee’s report was published in March 
1946, as a White Paper (Cmd. 6782), after receiving the 
general approval of H.M. Government; its recommenda- 
tions were summarized in the Board of Trade Journal of 
April 6, 1946. At this time, however, few major trade 
exhibitions had been revived in this country or overseas 
and the natural tendency was for the importance of the 
Report as the basis for future policy in this field to be 
overlooked. 


The time has now come, with the resumption of practically 
ail the important pre-war events achieved or imminent, to 
draw attention once again to the principles upon which 
Government trade exhibition policy is based and their 
application to present conditions. Trade Associations and 
Chambers of Commerce will shortly receive a letter from the 
Secretary for Overseas Trade setting out against each of the 
Ramsden Committee’s principal recommendations a note of 
the action already taken or about to be taken and seeking 
the co-operation of these organizations in securing the 
effective support of industry.

PROBLEM OF SHIPBUILDING COSTS 





Tae Firry-srxxta ANNvAL GENERAL Mretine of Furness, Withy & 
Co., Ltd., was held in London on December 2. 

Sir Ernest H. Murrant, K.C.M.G., M.B.E., the chairman, in the 
eourse of his speech, said: In view of the unavoidable delay in the 
presentation of the accounts, your directors adopted the unusual 
course of declaring the dividend on the ordinary stock at the time 
that stockholders would normally look for it. Accordingly a dividend 
of 8 per cent. per annum, less tax, was paid on September 17. After 
making full provision for taxation in the United Kingdom and abroad, 
there is a total credit balance of £1,033,996. Your directors make 
the following recommendations : That £142,056 be provided for the 
inauguration of a pension fund for employees in the U.S.A. ; that 
£100,000 be transferred to deferred repairs account ; that £250,000 
be set aside for depreciation and that £33,968 be transferred to fleet 
replacement account, leaving £202,721 to be carried forward. 


SaLe or BerMupA INTERESTS 

As regards our Bermuda interests, an announcement was released 
to the Press in August last confirming the disposal to an Anglo- 
American group of the majority of the shares of the Bermuda Develop- 
ment Company, in which directly and indirectly we held substantial 
interests. That transaction is not in any way reflected in the 
accounts now before you as it took effect at a date subsequent to the 
close of our financial year on April 30. The Bermuda Development 
Company owns in particular two hotels and a residential club in 
Bermuda, as well as the majority of the stock of the Hotel Bermudiana 
Company. Those properties had been occupied during the war years 
by various British and American organizations for different purposes 
directly connected with the war. 

It has long been in our minds that it would be an advantage to 
divorce steamship operation from hotel and club management, and 
we accordingly availed ourselves of an opportunity of passing the 
control and operation of the properties to an Anglo-American group, 
which includes an organization associated with the operation of a 
chain of world-famous hotels in the United States. The development 
of air travel also had some bearing on the matter, and I may say that 
the group to which I have referred includes leading overseas airlines 
which operate to Bermuda. A further consideration was the 
necessity to undertake a considerable amount of work in reconditicning 
and refurnishing the properties after their war use which, in present 
circumstances, could more readily and more quickly be undertaken 
by our American associates 

I have seen it suggested in Press notices that possibly this trans- 
action may result in a tax-free bonus to our shareholders. I will 
make only three brief comments on that suggestion, namely, that 
the transaction is not in any way reflected in the current accounts ; 
that I feel sure stockholders would not expect the directors to make 
a special distribution of a casual capital profit any more than they 
would expect to be asked to contribute to a casual capital loss which 
sometimes occurs, and finally the transaction in question only relates 
to a majority shareholding. We remain substantially interested in 
the future welfare of the Bermuda Development Company. 


Wipe Fievp or Activity 

The consolidated balance-sheet, which is annexed to the accounts, 
embraces our subsidiary and sub-subsidiary companies covering a 
wide field of activity. It would be misleading to state the actual 
number of companies included in this consolidation as some are quite 
nominal and one subsidiary, situated in a country which was occupied 
by the enemy, has not carried on any trading for several years past. 
The assets of the group are, however, clearly classified under appro- 
priate headings. Shipping property stands at £9,738,091, which 
includes payments to shipbuilders totalling rather more than 
£2,500,000 on account of new tonnage under construction. Invest- 
ments held by finance companies and trade investments 
stand at £3,092,374 ; plant and property £257,830, and British 
Government and Dominion securities at £9,444,699. Bankers’ 
balances, cash, Treasury bills and bills of exchange £3,985,002. 

The total of assets. namely. £32,315,223, is, without doubt, 
considerably less than the actual value of those assets to-day, a 
statement which may appear gratifying, but which I suggest must 
be viewed in the light of existing circumstances and future possibilities. 
No subsidiary company has incurred a loss. All have very satis- 
factorily served the purposes for which they were acquired or formed. 
Their dividend distributions have not been extravagant; on the 
contrary, our traditional policy ef combining sound finance with 
development and expansion, which has served the company so well 
in the past, has been consistently maintained 


A Serious Matrer 

Most people will have read a series of statements in recent months 
regarding the excessive costs and delays involved in building new 
ships. The seriousness of these statements should not be under- 
rated. In my address in September, 1945, I referred to contracts 
having been placed for the construction of five new ships. It will 
no doubt be a surprise to stockholders to learn that of those five 
ships only two have yet been delivered, and we have so far only 
received the final bill for one. We have paid on account of the other 
sums which very clearly indicate that the final costs will be very 


considerably in excess of the estimates on which the contracts were 
based. 

Tracking down the causes for the delays and increased costs is an 
endless and exhausting business ; there are reasons and explanations 
beyond my powers of description, but the more one attempts to 
trace the various causes, the more one becomes convinced that one 
is following an endless chain—a chain which I suggest must be 
broken somewhere before there is any real hope of arresting the 
current course of events, which in the long run must do great harm 
to both the shipping and ship-building industry. 


DELAY IN DELIVERIES 

At the present time the various shipping companies which are 
embraced by our consolidated accounts have contracts outstanding 
for 14 ships ; in each case we havea firm estimate—to use a contra- 
diction in terms—of the cost which. however, is subject to increases 
in certain eventualities, and we have an estimate of the date of 
delivery, but if the past is any guide to the future, it is a certainty. 
that the ultimate actual cost will be considerably in excess of the 
estimate, and even if estimated deliveries are maintained, it will be 
well into 1950 before all the ships which have been contracted for are 
finally ready to put into commission. 

It is a matter about which one cannot afford to be indifferent. 
Shipowners do not want to have their industry ruined by high prices 
for new ships, any more than shipbuilders want to have their industry 
ruined by the absence of orders for the same reason. But only 
industries which can make, sell and consume their products on a 
short-term basis can go on indefinitely absorbing ever-increasing 
costs and passing them on to the user or consumer. In a long-term 
business like ship-owning, which involves building ships, to operate 
for 20-25 years, it is obvious that one cannot rely upon continually 
passing on to the users, through freights and passage money, the 
consequences of each new ship costing more than the last—the 
chain is bound to break somewhere sooner or later. 

I do not imagine any stockholder will expect me to attempt any 
forecast of the future prospects. There are altogether too many 
uncertainties and too many things both under control and out of 
control to justify any expression of opinion. Step by step, however, 
the shipping industry is gradually reaching towards a greater measure 
of self-administration, although control by licence and direction stil] 
remains with the Ministry of Transport in order to ensure the fulfil- 
ment of essential import and export programmes. How long it will 
be necessary to continue working to a planned economy it is impossible 
to forecast, but present indications would seem to suggest that for 
various reasons, including currency problems, a complete reversion 
to freedom of initiative and enterprise is likely to be deferred for a 
longer period of time than had been hoped. 

In the meantime, and in spite of all the difficulties arising out of 
increased construction costs, increased operating costs, exchange 
problems and restrictions of every description at home and abroad, 
great progress is being made in the reconstruction of the British 
Merchant Marine. 

No MEAN ACHIEVEMENT 

It is difficult to say precisely what the actual tonnage position is in 
comparison with 1939, owing to the presence on the United Kingdom 
Register of a number of vessels which are returnable to the United 
States, but assuming the returnable tonnage to be of the order of 
1,750,000 G.R.T., then the comparison would be 16,056,000 tons in 
1939, as against 14,023,000 tons in the spring of 1947, all figures 
referring to ocean-going ships of 1,600 G.R.T. and over. 

To close the gap between these two comparative figures—a gap 
which is at present largely filled by the returnable ships—there are 
under construction in British yards for British owners some 320 
ships of al! kinds, totalling 1,562,000 G.R.T. If one excludes from 
these figures a number of small craft, in order to make the figures 
comparable, it can be said that some 1,500,000 tons of ocean-going 
ships are under construction for British owners, apart altogether 
from those which had been ordered and on which construction work 
has not yet commenced. 

Not all of this new construction is in replacement of war losses ; 
part must be reckoned as replacing natural obsolescence, but the 
whole picture reflects no mean achievement by an industry which 
suffered greater war devastation than any other, and an industry 
which incidentally contributes more to the country’s exports than 
any other. To what extent the trade of the world will keep pace 
with this enterprise in the years to come, or to what extent efforts 
to develop international trade will be hampered by existing conditions, 
or again to what extent necessitous planning may result in diverting 
trade from one channel to another less desirable channel, are some 
of the factors which make shipping the adventurous but fascinating 
business which it always has been. Whatever the future may hold, 
your directors feel that your company has foundations on which we 
may continue to build with every confidence, and in the belief that 
we shall still find a reasonable amount of incentive to justify our 
efforts. 

The report was adopted.
